G.SJt. 419.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order, namely:— 

1. Short Title. Extent and Commencement — (1) This Order may be called the 
Indian Maize (Temporary Use in Starch Manufacture in Haryana) Order, 1960. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the State of Haryana. 

(3) It shall come into force at once and shall remain in force till the 31st aay 

of May, 1968. 

2. Relaxation of Prohibition Against Use—Notwithstanding anything contained 

In the Foodgrains (Prohibition of Use In Manufacture of Starch) Order, 19C6, it 
shall be lawful, during the continuance In force of this Order, for the owner of 
a starch factory to purchase or cause to be purchased in the State of Haryana or 

use or cause to be used Indian maize for the manufacture of starch under and in 

accordance with an authorization Issued in this behalf by the Director General of 
Technical Development, Ministry of Industry, Government of India- 
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
